1 We 
narrowly escaped a stream about two inches 
in diamttcr this morning, which shot piut our 
head, and upon turning to the source from 
whence it came, we observed that the fellow 
behind the pipe looked def.ancc, and being sat- 
isfied that he was vtll fortified, we considered 
"discretion the better part of valor ' and pass- 
ed on. We aro decidedly opposed to sucb 
ex-streams. 

Bank or tdk Statk of Indiana. — The In- 
dianapolis Sentinel ot Friday says tliat the 
regular quarterly meeting of the Directors ot 
the Bank of the State of Indiana convened on 
Thursday. The reports from the various 
branches, with one or two exceptions, show 
that they are in a healthy condition, and wt 
believe those which have been troubled witL 
the shakes are now convalescing.

It is ascertained that these murderers and 
robbers design stopping in the n* ighborhood 
Vincennes and Terro Haute. They are all 
ell mounted and armed. One of them rides 
a large, fine looking iron gray mare — another 
a large chestnut sorrel horse, with flax mane 
and tail. We hope the officers of the law at 
Terre Haute and Vincennes will be on the 
lookout for these scoundrels. We understand 
that Marshal Akers of thi3 city has telegraph 
ed to the officers in both the towns named, 
giving a description of the men. Five hun- 
dred dollars reward is offered for their appre-

aow Citizens: Nearly four years ago 
i uu called me by your suffrages to represent 
i ou in the Senate of Kentucky. The period 
luring which it has thus been my fortune to 
lervc you in the councils of the State has 
".ecu one ot absorbing interest, and of nnex- 
nupled peril to our country, involving, in the 
nomcntous issues upon which as your servant 
I have been called to act, the fate of an empire, 
md tha desti::iaa of millions of men in all 
ime to come. As the time of my official 
ervice upproacbes its termination, it has 
itemed to me a fitting recognition of the 
ieiierous confidence, with which, from the 
beginning, \ ou have trusted and sustained mo, 
that 1 should present to you in this form a 
brief statemont of tho views and motives that 
'lave controlled my course in reference to the 
arrave questions of these eventful times. 

Soon after the Presidential election in 1800, 
'he storm which Southern traitors and disor- 
rauizers had been for years preparing burst 
lpon the country, and in rapid succession, 
trad through precipitation or violenco, one nf- 
r er another or the Southern States announced 
heir withdrawal from the Union. Our Leg- 
islature was called in tho following January, 
ind through a succession of adjourned and 
;alled sessions, during the year 1861, the posi- 
ionof our Commonwealth, in the disintegra- 
tion and dismemberment of the nation which 
seemed Impending, was the subject of anxious 
leliberation and stormy debate, till at length 
'he August elections came on, and the em- 
phatic and untrammelled voice of the people at 
he polls declared their unwavering loyalty 
and adherence to the Union, and the govern- 
ment of our fathers. 

But this solemn action of a free people was 
aot enough for those among us who had been 
itrnggling to involve Kentucky in the mad 
ind wicked rebellion against the mildest and 
freest government ever Instituted among men. 
But in violation of all their own exaggerated 
■heories of tho sovereignty of States, and in 
lefiance of the manifest will of the great pop- 
ular tribunal, to which they had been so long 
.lamming for an appeal, they withdrew from 
our borders only to return again with arms in 
their hands, and. with the aid and co-operation 
at the treasonable government to which they 
bad linked their fortunes, to invade and over- 
run the State and to attempt by the power of 
the sword and with flame and faggot to sub- 
due and conquer us into submission — to an 
authority we abhored, and bring us in as a 
chained and subjugated province of their bo- 
*as Confederacy. Kentucky in this great 
crisis bad ouly to choose between slavish sub- 
mission and manly, heroic resistance, and 
with a promptitude worthy of ber historic 
aame her General Assembly called forth to 
the rescue her youth and chivalry and ap- 
pealed for assistance to the parental Govern- 
ment which hail always protected us, and 
ivhich, in this great emergency, came promptly 
to our aid. 

Through all these existing phases of our 
oolitical difficulties I have seen but one course 
which, consistently with the solemn oath I 
i— ore wheu I entered uion the discharge of 
'he duties of my offico or with the deep and 
ieliberate convictions of my own judgment, 
I could pursue, and that was, so far as my 
voice in tfie public councils could influence 
the action of the State, to urge that Kentucky 
should inflexibly maintain her loyalty to the 
Union, and resist with her whole energies and 
resources every effort to* dismember and 
destroy the government. Secession, or the 
power of a State at its own will and caprice 
io withdraw from the Union, is, in my judg- 
ment, n theory which has no foundation iu 
my principle of our government, but is in 
conflict with them all. Ours is a government 
ind not a mere confederation or league. The 
x>nds of the old Confederation proved too 
weak to preserve the nationality of a great 
people, and our fathers wisely framed: for 
hemselves and their posterity the political 
system under which we livo "for the purpose 
if establishing a more perfect Union. ' It is 
a government of the people, springing from 
the people and in the exercise of its great 
functions acting directly upon the people. 
While the illustrious founders of our complex 
system jealously guarded the individuality of 
'he States under their local magistracies, they 
nappily and wiselv blended with the power of 
he State organizations, acting within their 
ippropriate spheres, the paramount and su- 
preme authority of the common government 
which pervades them all. And all the secret 
ind treasonable conclaves that have plotted 
ihe ruiu of the country and proinulged their 
bigh-sounding secession ordinances are utter- 
ly powerless to absolve any State or any citi- 
jen from his allegiance to that government. 

Nor does the claim of the right of revolu- 
tion, as a pretext for tbis rebellhon, rest upon 
my sounder foundation. And here again til ) 
wisdom and foresight of the men who found- 
ed our institutions is most conspicuously il- 
lustrated. Looking back upon the history of 
;he past, they saw the wild and stormy pop- 
ular commotions and civil conflicts by which 
the successive revolutions in the system of tho 
old world were achieved, and, while they at- 
enipted to engraft upon our own institutions 
ill the great aud liberal principles of govern- 
ment which bad been established by these ir- 
regular and tumultuous popular uprisings in 
jther lands, they carefully provided against the 
necessity of their occurrence in our own. 

Recognizing the necessity of occasional 
cbauges in the frame- work of our institutions, 
>uch as the changing circumstauccs of the 
iountry or the developments of experience 
might suggest, the founders of the Republic 
incorporated within the government itself; all 
the machinery for organized and peaceful rev- 
olution by the action of the people at the bal- 
lot-box, not only in matters of administration 
ind policy, but in the fundamental principles 
of its constitution and structure. There is no 
change so radical as not to be within the reach 
jf this power of bloodless revolution, which 
cue government has provided for itself. And 
with all this ample machinery within their 
reach, and with the means at hand of correct- 
ing through these/ peaceful agencies every 
.vrong and abuse of which they complained, 
it was the very wantonness of treason, and 
slackness of political turpitude in the restless 
ind ambitious traitors of the South, to plunge 
he country iu this bloody war which they are 
now waging so fiercely for the destruction of 
the government. 

I shall not attempt, in this condensed out- 
ine, to review or discuss the various questions 
if public interest, that have arisen in the pro- 
gress of the war, growing out of the policy 
hat has been pursued by those who, under the 
Constitution, are for the time charged with the 
administration of the Government, and of 
ivhich perhaps the most prominent feature is 
he recent proclamation of tho President de- 
claring the emancipation of the slaves within 
.he rebellious States. Kentucky has already, 
through her Legislature and by utterances 
suited: to the grave dignity of the occasion, 
entered against this policy her earnest protest. 
In this action I fully concurred, and I know 
}f nothing beyoud this that we may do with- 
out involving ourselves in the treason, which 
bas brought upon the nation this and all the 
ither calamities under which it has suffered, 
ind without blending our fortunes with those 
whose madness has imperilled not only the in- 
stitution of slavery, but every other institu- 
tion of our country. The war which the re- 
volting Slates have inaugurated is upon us 
ind the hostile armies confront each other in 
'be field. The tremendous issue bas been 
nade and the appeal for its decision is to (be 
God of battles. That issue is the life or 
leath of the noblest empire of civil and re- 

igious liberty upon the face of the earih. 
U is whether the nation shall live in all the 
palmy glories of the futuro which neaven had 
-pread before it, or perish by the hand of trea- 
son and go down in ruins amid the sombre 
rloom of centuries. To pause and relax our 
energies, to withhold the supplies for the sup- 
port of our brave soldiers, who have sacrificed 
^o much, and are now periling their lives for 
iheir country, or to refuse the necessary ap- 
propriations for the vigorous and earnest pros- 
ecution of the war, while we wrangle over 
questions of executive policy and attempt to 
convince the Presidentof.be incorrectness of 
his views upon the subject of slavery, ' is at 
once to yield the great and paramount issue 
and quietly to submit to the destruction of 
our nationality aud the ruin of our country. 
In my judgment, this great question, whether 
we are to have a country and a government, 
towers high above every other issue and must 
first bo debated upon the bloody forum which 
rebellion has chosen, and every other ques- 
tion should be held subordinate till this shall 
be determined. And however much wo may 
condemn the action of those who under the 
constitution aro the temporary custodians of 
political power, we should not permit our op- 
position forJJ* moment to embarrass or impair 
the vigor and efficiency of the government in 
the prosecution of the war lor the suppression 
of the rebellion, until the full authority of the 
nation shall be established and maintained 
everywhere within its limits. 

We cannot be content with less than our 
whole country. Separation and dismember- 
ment would be ruin and death to each ol the 
bleeding and dissevered parts. Our country 
is physically and geographically one. By pur- 
chase and annexation and conquest we have 
sought out and established for ourselves oceaD, 
frontiers, and natural boundaries without 
which no nation am bo independentand secure 
unless by means of expensive artificial de 
fences and immense standing armies. And 
within these extended limits of our ocean- 
bound Republic, we are belted and bound to- 
gether by physical links as enduring as time, 
and. which no human power can sever. All 
over the country, and upon all its grand and 
changeless physical features, the hand of 
Heaven has stamped the impress of indissolu- 
ble unity. The great chain of lakes in the 
North bind the teeming Northwest to the 
Atlantic seaboard, and from fountains 



which almost intermingle with the sources 
of these great inland seas, flow onward 
to the Southern gulf the great father 
of waters, with its tributaries draining the 
fairest and most fertile valley in the world, 
and freighted with the commerce of millions 
of enterprising freemen. We can never permit 
this artery through which flow the life-cur- 
rents of our commerce to be severed in twain, 
nor can we, who dwell in the valley of tbe 
Mississippi, consent to hold our right to tbe 
use of this great natural outlet of our com- 
merce, subject to the will or caprice of any 
foreign power. I have an unshaken confi- 
dence that this unity will be vindicated and 
maintained, and thaU these bonds by which 
God has joined us together as one people can 
never be broken. In every moment of gloom 
or despondency I look hopefully forward to 
the future, and cannot for a moment doubt 
the ultimate result of the terrible struggle in 
which we are involved. Iu a war of govern- 
ment against anarchy, of nationality against 
disintegration, and of loyalty against treason. 
I feel assured that God will defend the right, 
and that our country will come off at last tri- 
umphant over its enemies, and chastened and 
purified by tho fearful ordeal through which 
it has been called to pass. 

Towards the promotion of the views I have 
thus attempted to develope, I have contrib- 
uted, whenever an opportunity has occurred, 
the influence of the position you gavo me. 
My unionism has it foundation in reasons and 
considerations too vital and fundamental to 
he affected by contingencies or subject to con- 
ditions. I trust that my course has been in 
accordance with your will, as I felt assured 
it was conducive to our common interests. 
The high trust yon committed to mo I shall 
give back into your hands, if not illustrated by 
any brilliant achievement in your behalf at 
least untarnished with treason or dishonor.

The Riot in Danville, Ind —We glean the 
following particulars from the Indianapolis 
correspondent of the Cincinnati Commercial 
of tho late riot in Indiana, of which the tele- 
graphic despatches gave some account yester- 
day: 

It had been secretly given out that Dan 
Voorhees would speak at Danville, when a 
crowd of mounted K. G. C.'s rode into the 
place, armed and adorned with butternuts. 
This display of disloyalty caused some excite- 
ment, and soon after a row ensued between a 
Union man and one of the mounted men. Re- 
volvers were drawn and fired, resulting in tbe 
wounding of five, four of whom were Union 
men. A boy thirteen years old, son of John 
Witncrow, Uuion, lawyer of Danville, was 
shot through the abdomen, while walking on 
tbe side-walk, abd will die. Voorhees did not 
come, and no meetiog was held. 

The news spread throughout the county, and 
by night two hundred and fifty home-guards 
assembled in Danville to protect the place 
from a threatened attack. 

At Needbam, in Brown county, a Union 
meeting wa3 broken up on yesterday by armed 
men, led by Lewis Prosser, formerly a mem- 
ber of tbe Legislature. Prosser, armed with 
a rifle, threatened to kill a soldier, Sergeant 
Daniels, of the lid cavalry, when his rifle was 
wrested from him by Daniels. Brown then 
drew a revolver and shot Daniels through the 
heart, remaiking to a follower, named Sny- 
der, to 6hoot another soldier who was present. 
Syner fired, but missed his aim. the ball pass- 
ing through a lady's bonnet. Captain A. D. 
Cummings, of tho 70th Indiana, who had visited 
the place to make a Union speech, then drew 
his revolver and wounded Prosser, breaking 
the bone of his leg. 

Snyder was arrested and brought here. 
Prosser escaped, hut will be brought in dead 
or alive by a squad of cavalry sent out by 
General Carrington's orders. 

General Carnngton has issued an order de- 
claring that members of the secret society 
known as the K. G. C.'s will be treated as 
public enemies, and punished accordingly. 
He also declares the wearing of butternut 
emblems a disloyal practice, punishable as 
other disloyal offenses are. 

Reports have been received to-night from 
Cartersburg, Hendricks county, that the K. G. 
C.'s are marching upon that place in numbers, 
with the intention of attacking tbe Home 
Gurrds and disarming them. 

One sbouter for Jeff Davis bas been sent to 
Dixie. Another saved his bacon yesterday by 
enlisting in the C3d Indiana. 

OF FICIA L. 

LAWS OF THE UNITED STATES, 
Passed at the Third Stssion of the Thirty- 
levtnth Congress/ 

[Public— No. 81.] 
An Act to incorporate St. Ann's Infant Asy- 
lum, in the District of Columbia. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Jloiue of 
Representatives of the United Stales of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, That Theresa A. 
Costello, Lucy Gwynn, Margaret Bowden, Sa- 
rah M. Carroll, Catherine Ryan, Louisa Fish- 
er, and Catherine Shea, and their successors, 
be and they are hereby made a body politic 
and corporate forever by the name of St. Ann's 
Infant Asylum, for the purpose of establishing 
and maintaining in the city ol Washington, 
in the District of Columbia, an institution for 
tbe maintenance and support of foundlings 
aud infant orphan and half orphan children, 
aud also to provide for deserving indigent and 
unprotected females during their confinement 
in childbirth; and by that name may sue and 
be sued, prosecute and defend; may have and 
use a common seal, and the same alter and re- 
new at pleasure; may adopt and establish 
rules, regulations, and by-laws not repugnant 
to the Constitution anil laws of the United 
States for properly conducting the affairs of 
said corporation; may tike, receive, purchase, 
aud hold estate, real, personal, and mixed, not 
exceeding in value ut any one time one hun- 
dred thousand dollars, and may manage and 
dispose of the 3ame, and apply the same, or the 
proceeds of the sales thereof, fo the uses and 
purposes of Bnid corporation, accorling to the 
rules and regulations which now or may here- 
after at any time be estaolisbed. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That said 
corporation shall be entitled to retain under 
their care, charge, and restraint, and subject 
to the rules and discipline of said corporation 
all foundliugs and infant children committed 
to their keeping as fully and completely, to all 
intents and purposes, as if they were regularly 
indentured and bound apprenticesvto said in- 
stitution, until said foundliugs and infants 
shall be, if males, twenty-one years old, and 
if females eighteen years old, or any shorter 
period that may be agreed upon ; and said cor- 
poration shall havo power to bind them out 
for a time not to exceed said ages of twenty- 
one and eighteen years, respectively, as ap- 
prentices to learn any trade or business, or to 
learn to be useful in housekeeping, or may, 
under terms proper in the view of tho said cor- 
poration, and to be by them stipulated, place 
them for adoption, or as inmates with any 
families or persons, said corporation not being 
restricted in the exercise of their powers ot 
binding or placing out to the District of Co- 
lumbia; and all such acts shall be in writing, 
signed by the president of said corporation, and 
sealed with their corporate seal, and signed 
and sealed by the persons taking said children 
as apprentices or as aforesaid, aud acknowl- 
edged by said parties before a justice of the 
peace in and for said District, and within one 
month thereafter recorded in the office of tho 
Register of Wills for said District. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That Con- 
gress may at any time hereafter alter, amend, 
or repeal this act.

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SiHATOR Pball's Addriss.— We take great 
pleasure in transferring to our columns this 
morning the address of the Hon. John A. Prall 
to his constituents in the 28th Senatorial Dis- 
trict, composed of Batb, Bourbon, and Nich- 
olas counties. The four years of his service 
have been marked in the history of the State 
by its unexampled devotion to the Union and 
its determination to adhere to the constitution 
of our fathers, and among the many cham- 
pions of that holy cause no one has fought 
with greater gallantry, dealt treason more vig- 
orous blows, or resisted more effectively with 
his triple armor of a just cause the dastard 
blows aimed at the institutions of our country. 

Mr. Prall throughout his term in the Sen- 
ate has been chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Federal Relations, which when he 
first occupied it was of minor importance, but 
as the war-cloud blackened and culminated 
over our State became of the utmost impor- 
tance. In that position his clear judgement, 
his unswerving patriotism, and his invincible 
firmness have often excited our admiration 
and respect. 

Mr. Prall was elected to the State Sen- 
ate as a Democrat, and in the Presidential 
election of I860 he was an ardent supporter, 
personal friend, and intimate associate of John 
C.Breckinridge's. When that unworthy son 
of Kentucky took his fratricidal course and 
struck at the honor and hope of his country, 
those who did not know Mr. Prall were fear- 
ful of the effects which party associations and 
personal attachment might have upon him. 
But he never swerved for one moment; loy- 
alty was the high and commanding eminence 
which in the distance riveted his gaze, and 
party and friends and social relations were 
but as mole hills which were too insignificant 
to interrupt hissightor dazzle his clear percep- 
tions of duty. The teachings and couusel- 
lings of such a man are invaluable, and his 
Address, to which we invite attention, is 
marked by a lofty patriotism, a detestation ot 
secessionism and abolitionism, a clear syno|i- 
tical review of the gathering, the bursting, 
and the progress of the storm of war, a chi- 
valrous attachment to his country, and a lov- 
ing devotion to the fair fame of Kentucky, 
which clothe it with more than a passing 
value. 

The Attack on Charleston.— Our readers 
may remember, that, several weeks ago, we 
gave reasons for our belief that the U. S. iron- 
clad fleet would not take Charleston. We 
thought that the guns of the iron-clads were 
too very few, and that their firing would be too 
very slow, to withstand the tremendous forts 
and batteries of the enemy in that port. We 
knew that our fleet could not fire more than 
one gun to the enemy's twenty. We bad 
hardly a hope of success. We had a strong 
apprehension of defeat. And there has been 
a defeat. The fact is deplorable, but it is a 
fact. 

Whether our iron-clad fleet was or was not 
well managed in the harbor of Charleston we 
cannotsay, but certainly there wasa great lack 
of judgment somewhere. We surpose that 
Charleston may now be regarded as practically 
impregnable. It is too elaborately and tremen- 
dously fortified to be carried by either a naval 
or a land attack. The whole 0. S. navy with 
the exception of the iron-clads would be 
knocked in pieces and sunk before it could 
pass the thousand deadly perils beneath the 
water and the thousand deadly perils above the 
water, and, if the land defences correspond at 
all with the accounts given of them, ten or 
twelve thousand men protected by them could 
successfully resist fifty or sixty thousand. 
Perhaps the city might be reduced by the cut- 
ting off of supplies— a land-blockade in addi- 
tion to the water-blockade. We know little 
as to the practicability or impracticability ol 
this, bnt certainly it could not be done except 
by a very heavy force. 

As for Savannah and Mobile, we apprehend 
that an attack on them by our iron-clads 
would have the same result as that on Charles- 
ton. They, like the latter port, are defended 
by the most terrible submarine obstructions 
of every description, so placed that our war 
steamers, while attempting to pass or to re- 
move them, shall be eiposed to the cross-fires 
ot many guns of tremendous size and power. 
It is likely that the defences of those two 
cities are not quite so formidable as those of 
Charleston, but we fear there is very little 
doubt that they are sufficiently so to with- 
stand our iron-clads, which, it must with pain 
be confessed, have done little, since the affair 
of the Monitor and the Merrimac, to fulfil pub- 
lic expectation. 

Vicksburg, it seems conceded on all hands, 
cannot be taken by the whole combined land 
and naval forces concentrated in its vicinity. 
Our people indeed have ceased to look for 
stirring news in that direction. Gen. Grant, for 
aught that appears, has long been to all intents 
and purposes motionless, and is so still. Even 
the canal-work, from which so much was 
hoped, has come to a dead stop. In the mean 
while the rebel authorities, having no appre- 
hensions for Vicksburg, may quietly order off 
one half or three fourths of their army to 
join Gen. Joe\Johnston in Middle Tennessee, 
for an attack on Gen. Rosecrans or for an 
invasion of Kentucky. Under these cir- 
cumstances it seems us, that, unless there are 
great and momentous considerations, with 
which we are not acquainted, Gen. Grant's 
magnificent army should leave the theatre of 
ito miserable failures and join the Army of the 
Cumberland to overthrow the rebel army in 
front or at any rate to render an invasion ol 
Kentucky impossible. Grant'sarmy, supported 
at an enormous expense, is doing no good 
where it is, and it has been doing none for 
months. It is a brave army, a veteran army, 
an army equal in chivalry to any army ever 
led by Washington or Bonaparte. But let it 
be placed where its mighty powers can be 
put forth to advantage, or it might as well be 
dissolved. 

We have power enough to conquer the re- 
bellion, and we must conquer it. We or it 
must conquer. If we succeed, as of course we 
can, we must do it, not by any sort of fancy 
fighting, but by hard, old-fashioned knocks. 
And the faster they are dealt the better. 

fS'A correspondent asks us whether our 
neighbor of the Democrat rejoices in Federal 
or in rebel victories.

houored name of Democrats. 

The Officers of the Association are to con- 
sist of a President, Vice President, Recording 
Secretary, Corresponding Secretary, and Treat- 
urer. 

tight members shall constitute a quorum 
for tbe transaction of business, but a less num- 
ber can meet and adjourn from time to time, 
to be governed by the usual rules of debate. 

We adopt for our platform the Constitution 
of the United States, as interpreted by Jef- 
ferson, and our Democratic fathers, recogniz- 
ing the Sovereignty of the people and the 
States, as well as Free Suffrage, Free Speech, 
and a Free Press. 

We are now, and shall ever be, opposed to 
abolitionism in every guise, maintaining the 
supremacy of the Constitution, and the white 
race, over the whole country; guaranteeing 
equal rights to all and exclusive privileges to 
none. Through the medium of the ballot-box 
we mean to vindicate our liberties and the 
laws, of this, the People's Government. 

The dutie3 of the officers are to be defined in 
our regular meetings, and similar Associa- 
tions are recommended to be organized in all 
the counties of tbe Suite, in the name of the 
CONSTITUTIONAL DEMOCRACY OF 
KENTUCKY. 

The secession car-mark in this document is 
apparent at a glance. "We are now, and shall 
ever be," declare the members of this "Demo- 
cratic" cabal, "opposed to abolitionism in 
every guise," whi- h is all very excellent, being 
precisely the position of the Union party in 
Kentucky; but here, be it observed, the "Dem- 
ocratic" caballers stop short, refusing to go 
further and declare that they are opposed in 
like manner to secession. This omission tells 
the whole story. , 

The whole story would have been told in- 
deed without the omission, and we a little 
marvel that the omission was made, but with 
It the whole story tells itself. Doubtless in a 
more public declaration, if one should be made 
hereafter, the caballers, instructed by the fate 
of their convention at Frankfort, would man 
age tbe point with greater astuteness; but 
they probably deem, that, In a secret or quasi 
secret organization, much concealment would 
thwart rather than subserve the end in view. 
However this may be, there is the document, 
with its significant omission, pointing un 
equivocally to tbe true character of the asso 
ciation of which tbe document is the bond, 
and of the movement of which the association 
is at once an element and an instrument. Se- 
cession is written in plain letters all over both 
The plan of the general movement is evi 
dently to organize the secessionists ot Ken- 
tucky, first, as the means ot getting possession 
of the state government by election, and, 
secondly, whether the first end fails or not, 
as the means of aiding the rebel cause in any 
other way that occasion may offer. The great 
object of the movement is to call out, embody 
inspirit, discipline, strengthen, and put into 
active operation, the secession element of Ken 
tucky, ready, on behalf of the rebellion, vig- 
orously to take advantage of emergencies us 
they arise. In pursuit of this object, the lead- 
ers of the movement early appropriated the 
honored name "Democrat," having sported it 
in their preliminary meeting at Frankfort, 
in their Call for a state convention, and 
in the state convention itself, whilst it last- 
ed. But, as we need hardly say, it did 
not last long. The military authorities, de- 
tecting the secession party under its new 
alias, dispersed the convention, quietly send 
ing the members to their homes. Since then 
the movement has been skulking in various 
ways, of which the way disclosed in the docu 
ment above is one. 

Here, as wherever else the movement skulks, 
it wears its new alias. It everywhere sports 
the honored name "Democrat." We shall see 
if it proves hereafter more successful in trick 
ing tbe authorities than it has proved hereto- 
fore. 

8®*The more we reflect upon the article in 
the Richmond Whig, which intimates that tbe 
members to the next rebel Congress claiming 
to represent our State may be elected outside 
of its limits, the more are. we struck with tbe 
brazen impudence of the proposition. It 
gravely suggested that men claiming to 6peak 
the voice of Kentucky, but who have expa- 
triated themselves from her soil, shall obtain 
a fraudulent title to seats in tbe conclave ot 
treason called the Confederate Congress, where 
they may help to impose a damnable policy 
upon our people and enforce it at the point of 
the bayonet. It is necessary to keep up the 
appearance that Kentucky is in the Confeder- 
acy, and it is important to tbe rebels to claim 
that she is, for otherwise they could not en- 
force their conscription in the border counties 
of the State, nor could they take private prop- 
erty for their military uses and pay for it in 
their government Bcrip without being stig- 
matized as robbers on a grand scale, by self- 
confession; they now exonerate themselves 
from this stigma on tbe plea that Kentucky 
belongs to them, and from tbe day Polk and 
Zollicoffer first invaded us they have stoutly 
adhered to this position. The more un- 
yielding Kentucky has been in her loyal de- 
votion to the Union, the more strenuous 
have been the efforts of the rebels to hold 
possession of ber by subjugation, blood, and 
conquest. Tbey are now determined to super- 
add to their military efforts the strategy of 
legislative chicanery, and we shall doubtless" 
find that Machen, Crockett, Read, Ewing, 
Hodge, the Bruces, Scott, Breckinridge, and 
Elliott will discover some convenient though 
discreditable plea by which they can retain 
their usurped positions in the rebel Congress. 
They have already aided to pass laws, which 
are made operative in our Stato wherever they 
have the power to enforce them, by which old 
and young are forced into the armies of the re- 
bellion, and all the property of loyal men which 
falls into their clutches is confiscated. It will 
be remembered that the Richmond Whig hints 
that it would be competent to authorize polls 
in other States for Missourians and Kentuck- 
ians; these great sticklers for State rights ig- 
nore the fact that Kentucky has by her Legis- 
lature declared that all who have joined the 
military or civil service of the Confederacy 
are deemed to have expatriated themselves 
and lose all their rights as citizens, yet, with 
an absurdity that would be laughable were it 
not so prolific in prospective horrors, these 
self-constituted Congressmen arrogate to 
themselves a veto upon the enactments of the 
commonwealth, and stop at no outrage which 
will further the bold schemes of their mad am- 
bition. They have usurped powers and they 
derive their impunity from the armies 
of the rebellion; they have committed 
treason against the State in levying war 
against it and in adhering to its enemies, giv- 
ing them aid and comfort, and upon convic- 
tion they can be punished by death or im- 
prisonment. And such men, leprous with 
crime, and cast out from the companionship of 
the pure and loyal; outlaws by their own in- 
famous acts, who, if they were found skulking 
about their abandoned homes, would be ar- 
rested as felons, have tbe unblushing assurance 
to legislate in the name of the State they have 
tried to dishonor. They would, if their power 
were equal to their desires, load down the glo- 
rious old Commonwealth of our love with deg- 
radation, shame, and desolation, that they 
might riot in the sensuality of that political 
debauchery which has made the Confederacy 
as accursed as Nineveh, when its last effemin- 
ate king destroyed himself by fire in the miiLt 
of the companions of his voluptuousness.

t&- hi the rebel Senate the Finance Com 

inittee has proposed a substitute for the tax 
bill which had previously passed the House, 
and from its provisions we can 6e*e what terri- 
ble sacrifices the Confederate people must 
make to support this rebellion. It places the 

tax on annual incomes between f and $1,- 

500 at five per cent; between $1,500 and $10,000 
ten per cent; between $10,000 and $15,000 
twelve and a half per cent; over $15,000 fif- 
teon per cent. Incomes from rents, manufac- 
tures, mines, navigation, sale of all kinds of 
property, real and personal, and all occupa- 
tions are also taxed. All joint companies 
and corporations must pay one tenth of the 
ividends and reserved fund of each year, but 
f the earniugs are more than ten and less 
than twenty per cent, one eighth must be paid; 
and if over twenty per cent, one sixth. Every 
farmer, after reserving for his own use one 
undred bushel3 of corn anil thirty bushels of 
wheat produced this year, must pay and di- 
ver to the Confederate Government one 
tenth of the grain, forage, sugar, cotton, to- 
bacco, or wool produced. After reserving 
twenty bushels peas and beans, he must de- 
iver one tenth of the product thereof, and 
also one tenth of tbe hogs slaughtered by him, 
in cured bacon, at tbe rate of seventy pounds 
bacon to one hundred pounds pork, for which 
he Bhall receive the value of four bushels of 
com, and the principal for the salt in curing 
the same, and one tenth of the money he may 
have paid for tbe purchase of the swine. 

Nothing, we believe, is exempt from taxa- 
tion but Confederate bonds, and property used 
for religious, charitable, or educational pur- 
poses. One per cent on the value of all cattle 
must be paid, and there has been a proposition 
to double-tax all aliens, the fate of which be- 
tween the two Houses we have not learned. 



8e£fThe intelligence of the seizure of a gun 
boat, the Alexandria, built and lately launched 
at Liverpool, on suspicion that it is intended 
for the service of the Confederates, is extreme- 
ly gratifying. The plans of the rebels may

We strolled up one street and down 
another, cherishing the fond hope that some- 
thing would turn up that could be manufac- 
tured into an item, but, on every hand, 
calmness amounting to melancholy seemed to 
pervade the city and all within it. The em 
bargo on local items is complete. We did not 
learn of any fights, fires, runaways, murders, 
or thefU having been committed during the 
day. We were, as a matter of course, pleased 
to learn that our city could boast such moral- 
ity, and our readers will, doubtless, be equally 
gratified to read one issue of the Journal di- 
vested of the usual record of crime. The calm 
that pervades our business circles renders the 
city extremely doletul in its aspect. Wo can 
offer flattering inducements at the present time 
to any and all who have acquired a compe- 
tency and may be on the qui vive for a good 
location, "shut out from the rude world," in 
which to retire from business. 



Fivb-Twbnty Bonds.— The advertisement 
of Mr. J. H. Khmer will, we trust, attract at- 
tention, as he has been appointed to supply the 
six per cent Government bonds to all who de- 
sire to make investments on the faith of the 
nation. Any one having fifty dollars in 
Treasury notes can exchange them for coupon 
or registered bonds. In other parts of the 
country very heavy investments have been 
made in this favorite security. Mr. Rhorer 
explains their value, and they will be paid in 
gold and the accruing interest will be dis- 
charged in coin likewise. Some of the East- 
ern agents for the supply of these bonds have 
furnished them to the amount of millions ol 
dollars, which shows the public confidence in 
the stability of the Government. We hope 
Kentucky will show an equal reliance in the 
endurance of our national name and credit. 



The Revinde Tax Laws.— A Hand-book c' 
the United Stated Tax Law of July 1, 1862, 
with all the amendments up to the close of the 
37th Congress, has been compiled from official 
sources by A. A. Redfield, Esq., of New York. 
It comprises, also, the decisions of the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, together 
with copious notes and explanations for the 
use of tax-payers of every class and the officers 
of the revenue in all the States and Territo- 
ries. We have looked over this work with 
particular care, and can make but one sugges- 
tion which we think would improve it, and 
that is the publication of forms to assist the 
tax-payer in making out his list or return to 
the Assistant Assessor of his District. The 
Hand-book is for sale in our city by Maxwell 
i Co. and L. A. Civill, from whom we have 
received copies. 

H3f"The rebel force which menaced Colum- 
bia, Adair county, the fore part of last week 
was increased to ten or twelve hundred on 
Thursday, so that the two or three companies 
of Union cavalry were compelled to fall back. 
General Manson ordered up reinforcements, 
but they were not within supporting distance 
on Thursday night, when there were frequent 
and sharp skirmishes as our troops retired in 
order toward Lebanon. We have reports also 
of large additions of Confederates at Burks- 
ville, but nothing definite as to the numbers 
or result. 

Bay-Mr. Wastell's grand juvenile fancy dress 
ball, on Monday evening, judging from the 
notes of preparation, will be a delightful affair. 
We learn that milliners, mantua-makers, and 
costumers are busily engaged — up to their 
eyes in work — and that the Masonic Hall will 
look as gay and sparkling as the fairy court 
of Oberon when he wedded Titania, and 
Pock, his henchman, became inspired by tak- 
ing too much dew and honey out of the nec- 
taries of the cowslip. 



"The rebel accounts of the recent battle 
near Somerset are distinguished for falsehood. 
They say the expedition of Pegram was far 
from being a failure though he was attacked 
by overwhelming numbers. Th.e Richmond 
Enquirer says he brought five hundred and 
thirty-seven cattle across the Cumberland for 
the army at Tullahoma. He did not pick up 
as many during his whole raid, and he did not 
take more than score or two of them out of 
the State.

Official Edition of Federal Lawb — 
Messrs. Little, Brown, k Co., of Boston, have 
just issued the official edition of the laws 
passed by Congress at the recent session. The 
Boston Advertiser says in this edition the 
laws are compared by a careful reader with 
the original rolls in the Department of State 
at Washington, and, under the watchful edi- 
torship of Judge Sanger, errors are noted, by 
the use of italics or parentheses, without alter- 
ation of tho original text. A comprehensive 
index to each description of laws is likewise 
added, an important feature, which, in its 
saving of trouble in finding a single clause, is 
often worth enough to pay for the whole 
book; afforded, by the way, at a very mod- 
crate price. The legislation of Congress at 
the last session embraced several topics of per- 
manent and wide-spread interest, among 
which we need only mention the conscription, 
loan, banking, and postoffice acts; so that few 
persons can afford to neglect supplying them- 
selves with the laws, and the best edition of 
course is that which includes them all in an 
authentic shape.

New Volcano in Mexico. — A letter from 
Mr. John Xantus, United States Consul at 
Manzanilla, dated Colinia, March 13tb, and 
directed to the Smithsonian Institute, states 
that a new volcano broke forth the previous 
day only six leagues from the town. The 
eruption came so suddenly and was so violent 
that the Armeria river was filled up by a bar- 
ricade of ejected sand, mud, and stones to a 
height of over one hundred feet. The river of 
course was stopped from comiDg down, and it 
is said that north of the barricade the river is 
running back and inundating the forest for 
leagues. The volcano broke sut in the top of 
i hill only about one hundred and fifty feet 
high above the level of the Armeria river, but 
was said to be growing alarmingly every hour. 
For the previous three days there bad been 
many heavy earthquakes. 



KrayThe Washington Republican says it 
learns, on the best authority, that the Erics- 
son monitors are uninjured, and that the de- 
monstration against the rebel batteries in 
Charleston harbor is not satisfactory to the 
Government. That upon investigation, the 
itter is satisfied that, had the programme 
igreed upon been carried out, tho obstructions 
u the harbor would have been removed, the 
rebel batteries reduced, and the city captured. 

Dasuerous Counterfeit.— Two dollar Treas- 
ury bills altered to twenties were largely em- 
ulated in Philadelphia on Thursday. It is 
tated that the alterations were so successfully 
lone that the closest examination was neces- 
sary to detect the fraud. Twenty-dollar Gov- 
ernment bills should be closely inspected be- 
fore they are taken. By holding the counter- 
feit bills before a strong light the alterations 
may be detected. 

UfcayQuartermaster Webster has instructions 
from General Burnside to construct a bridge 
icross the Licking river, near Cole's Garden, 
mmediately. The bridge is intended to con- 
nect the fortificatious at Covington and New- 
port. 

The Sumpter — A Paris letter, under date 
f the 24th nit . states that the steamer Sump- 
ter, which recently escaped from Gibraltar, 
was to sail from Liverpool on or about the 5th 
f April, armed and equipped as a privateer.

Indiana Items. — The Kokomo Tribune says:

On 
Sunday evening last, while standing near a 
fire, her clothes took fire. The persons pres- 
ent seemed to be scared to death, and while 
they did all they could, did nothing as it ought 
to have been done. Tho girl died after a lew 
hours of dreadful suffering. 

The Noble County Herald says the wheat 
crop thereabouts looks remarkably well this 
spring, and the indications are that, unless 
omething befails it unusual, there will be a 
heavy yield the coming harvest. The winter, 
although it was unusually open, did not in- 
jure tho crop as it frequently does Our farm- 
ers may confidently look forward to a large 
rrop to repay them for their labor. 

A young man named Elmer, brakeman on 
a freight train of the Cincinnati k Chicago 
it. K , was fatally injured by having his head 
struck against a bridge, near Hagerstown, on 
Tuesday evening last. This is tho ninth per- 
son who has been fatally injured in the same 
way at this bridge. 

On Sunday night week, a German preacher 
and school teacher named Borchers, living in 
the vicinity of Jonesville, was robbed at his 
homo of $150, part in gold and silver and part 
in treasury notes. The robbers, four in num- 
her, wcro blacked like negroes. Mr. Borchers 
was roughly handled in addition to being 
robbed. 

The Richmond Palladium eays: "The prices 
of horses, as well as that of almost any other 
commodity, has largely advanced during the 
past few months. Horses of good size and 
condition were dull sale six months ago at $85 
to $100. Now the same quality of stock is in 
demand at prices ranging from $140 to $200. 
At a recent auction sale in this county, an or 
dinary good farm horse, thirteen years old 
brought $140 cash." 

Some fellow attempted to rob the store of 
Frank Maylield, at Dupont, one night last 
week, but the first obstacle be encountered 
after gaining admission to the store room, was 
a faithful watch dog, and from the amount of 
blood left on the floor it is evident that he was 
roughly used by the dog. Nothing was taken 
from the store, and the dog was unhurt. 

The dwelling of Daniel McCann, half a mile 
west of Connersville, was consumed by fire on 
Saturday week. It is not known how the fire 
originated. When first discovered a large part 
of the roof was in flames. The furniture ' 
the first story was nearly all saved. Every- 
thing on the second floor aud in the cellar w 
lost. 



Bfcjflt will not be long before the people 
begin to discuss the merits and claims of va- 
rious candidates for the Presidential election 
of next year. The contest will lie between 
the conservatives, headed bv the Northern 
Democracy, and the radicals, headed by (he 
abolition wing of the Republican party. And 
in this contest the place of every man who 
honestly desires the preservation of the gov- 
ernment is in the conservative ranks. We 
have already asserted that as old Whigs "we 
now stand on the same platform with the 
Northern Democracy." And how do North 
ern Democrats respond to this assertion of our 
position ? Let the following from the Boston 
Post answer: 

The great name of James Guthrie stands at 
the head of tho State Committee, who act for 
the cause which the Louisville Journal advo 
cates. These facts are significant of the state 
of parties iu Kentucky. Most certainly James 
Guthrie is a true Democrat if there ever was 
one. There is a platform in Kentucky, broad 
enonuh to hold loyal men of his stamp and 
old Whigs; and this platform tho Louisville 
Journal affirms is that of the Northern De- 
mocracy. The facts will admit of a wider ap- 
plication. 

The Northern Democracy stand on a plat- 
form that is Democratic, in a partysense, but 
which is also a eood deal more. We do not 
mean the New England shaped plank of it, 
one end of which is underwater, but the plat- 
form which the Democracy of New York, the 
Middle States, theWest, and the Border States 
shaped, which stands high and dry and has 
rock foundations; and the portion that is more 
than party consists in fidelity to what is na 
tional, fundamental, and vital; in a word 
fidelity to those principles that eDter into the 
warp and woof of our American polity and 
really made our country. These attract to it 
bv the operation of a law, patriots like the no- 
ble Union men of Kentucky, who never were 
Democrats in the past party action, but who 
find themselves, as patriots, seeking for ground 
of Union for the Union, on the same platform 
with men who have always been Democrats. 

The test of sound policy, however, is not 
men and names, but principles and measures; 
not now, above all things, ought it to be old 
party shibboleths, old party measures, former 
services to this or that political leader or 
cause; but fidelity to those comprehensive 
principles and Objects that embrace a common 
country and common cause, and make a union 
for the Union. These are the principles that 
are so settled by custom, and appreciation, as to 
be a iiart of the unwritten law of our national 
being and therefore beyond the power of 
change. There are two ideas, especially, mak- 
ing a Duality, in our system, which hereto- 
fore all parties have united to agree upon, and 
because they are the springs of great po- 
litical action, are above all mere party 
schemes. Hon. Edward Everett has just sta- 
ted them simply and clearly. "It is," are 
his words, as to our Constitutior, "the happy 
framework of some of the wisest and best 
men that ever lived, and combines upon a 
scale of unprecedented magnitude the home- 
bred and fireside blessings of small States and 
local administrations, with the security, in- 
fluence, and power of a great empire." This 
is the Duality we mean; this beautiful local 
self-government which now, even by the light 
of the Southern flame of civil war, is seen in 
the peace, order, and prosperity, among twen- 
ty-three millions of the North, as, each in their 
localities, they manage to suit themselves, the 
fireside blessings of village, town, city, and 
State rule, protected by an all powerful na- 
tionality. Is this theory ? Is not this self- 
government here — this absence of approach to 
anarchy here — the grandest political scene of 
this age? 

Now the wise founders of the Republic saw 
the value of this idea as it were in its begin- 
ning. They appreciated the benefits of the 
working of this principle of a division of po- 
litical power, as it stood a revelation in hu- 
man annals, when an all pervading central- 
ization inflicted its insidious curse on every 
other land; and they resolved to cherish this 
principle and make it at integral part of the 
polity of the Republic. There is not a stage 
of their progress thai does not show this. 
We have not space to make good this re- 
mark; but here it is in two summing up sen- 
tences of the Constitution: "The enumera- 
tion in the Constitution of certain rights 
shall not be construed to deny or to dispar- 
age others retained by the people." "The 
powers not delegated to the United States by 
the Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the 
States, are reserved to the States respec- 
tively or to the people." Here is one funda- 
mental idea recognized and guaranteed that 
of the fireside blessing of the local govern- 
ment — the great right which the people of 
each State covenanted to secure to all, are- 
publican form of government. It would seem 
as though language could not be plainer or 
anything more solemn as to local rights. The 
grander principle of country is also as clearly- 
provided for. ' This Constitution • » • 
shall be the supreme law of tho land, and tho 
Judges in every State shall be bound thereby, 
anything in the Constitution or laws of any 
State to the contrary notwithstanding." Here 
is the Union that bad been the patriotic orri- 
Hamrae — the very ark of the covenant — the 
instrumentality of salvation. Here frr the 
first time the American sentiment of national- 
ity became a self-preservative power, magnifi- 
cently clothed with the high prerogative of 
Government. 

Now the radical objects and avowals are 
deadly hostile at the North to this local self- 
government, and certainly tend to centraliza- 
tion; and the secession objects are as deadly 
hostile to the nationality, and point to disin- 
tegration. The Democracy war on both 
these Undencies; on the one, at the ballot-box, 
and on the other with the bayonet. Take the 
question that is first, last, and always with the 
Northern radicals, slaves; or the real ques- 
tion now, the question of races. Setting aside 
the cases of elaTes of rebels, the Democracy 
say, that in war and in peace — in any event — 
the people of the several States, the white 
race ot the several States, must, in the nature 
of things, be the power to determine what the 
relations shall be between the two races — must 
be the law-makers. Is it said the proclama- 
tion has wiped out the States? Impossible! 
It is null and void under the Constitution for 
this object! Is it said the Constitution iB null 
and void? We deny it! Who made it null 
and void? Have the crazy abolition set had 
the power to do it? Where did they get the 
power? Do the allies of this set come in and 
tell us we must take these additions, which 
they call improvements, to it? Who gave 
tbem the power to add to or take from the 
Constitution? When, where, and how was 
this uew Union and Constitution set up? 

Nothing is more common, even now, when 
everything hangs on a united North, for fa- 
natic ministers to preach that the letter of the 
Constitution is nothing; the abolition leaders 
in and out of Congress are every day ignoring 
it; and this sort of loyal men seem to be striv- 
ng with their whole might to make res- 
toration under the Constitution impossible. 
'Who," shouted the abolition Bingham, Uhio 
member of Congress, at the last session, "in 
the name of God, wants the cotton States, or 
any other State this side of perdition, to re 
main in the Union if slavery is to continue.' 
That tells the whole story. Tbey do not want 
and do not mean to hare the old Union. This 
is the goad which these fanatics have applied 
to the noble State of Kentucky ; for this dem- 
agogue would take from her the right to shape 
her negro policy ! 

Now the Northern Democracy arraign bold- 
lv this abolition treason to the Constitution as 
they arraign secession, and fight both— one by 
the ballot and the other in the field. 

Here, then, are tho dividing lines. The 
Northern Democracy have with them the con- 
servatives of the Border States, the Constitu- 
tional Republicans, true patriots of all parties, 
representing a party of the people, on the sim- 
ple platform of fidelity to the laws, the Consti- 
tution, and union for Union; and opposed to 
them are the abolition Major-Generals, Briga- 
diers, place men, and their fanatic allies, with 
their new laws, new Constitution, and new 
Union, of which the people know nothing 
Which side are you on — on the side of the 
Constitution or on that of the higher law set? 

Higher duty never devolved on statesmen 
than devolves on those who have influence, in 
shaping the course of the Democratic organi- 
zation. The people must choose for delegates 
to their conventions the great and patriotic 
men of the party; and they must not Shrink 
the duty. There are radical Democrats who 
certainly lower the standard of the nationality 
and clothe the merely local with sovereign at- 
tributes never dreamed of by the republicans 
of the school of Jackson and Jefferson, and 
they must be met and their schemes rejected. 
Their theory is heresy and their plans imprac- 
ticable. Let the aolid men who will lead the 
great national organization, resolve to stand 
on the platform that won last fall victories 
and welcome all good men and true on to it 
Let by-gones go. Let us hear less about old 
shibboleths. Let us stand as a band of broth- 
ers for a national cause on tho basis of equal 
ity in the political struggle and that of an 
equality of recognition in the triumph.

New York, April 21. 
The Union Association of New Orleans held 
a meeting and adopted resolutions to petition 
CoDfrress to allow the people to hold a conven- 
tion to form a State government. The move- 
ment is sunporled by some of the most 
thoughtful citizens. 

\ regiment of blacks for tho light artillery 
has been recruited. 

Gen. Banks has authorized the organization 
of a new regiment, and two companies were 
already being formed. 

The health of the city was remarkably 
good. 

It was elated by paroled seamen from the 
frigate Mississippi, who bad reached New Or- 
leans, that the rebel gunboat Webb was de- 
stroyed in the Port Hudson fight, that our 
fleet did great damage to the batteries there, 
and in one battery alone 25 men were killed. 

The enemy was several times driven from 
their guns, and one of their batteries was 
spiked. 

Admiral Farragut's secretary had arrived at 
New Orleans with despatches. Farragut was 
blockading the mouth of Red River. On the 
trip down from Vicksburg the fleet engaged 
the batteries at Grand Gulf. The Switzerland 
and Hartford were hit, but the only thing seri- 
ous was the fatal wounding of one man on 
the Hartford. 

The New Orleans Era has news, via Matan- 
zas, from Mexico to March 27th. It is said 
the French on that day made a general attack 
on Puebla, and were repulsed to beyond 
Chaluca; that the victory was complete, the 
French losing sixty cannon and 8,000 men. It 
is also reported that the Mexicans have sent 
40,000 men to occupy Orizaba. 

The official report from Gen. Ortega, pub- 
lished in Mexico, having been received from 
Gen. Comonfort, states that the enemy suf- 
fered a terrible defeat, and gives the particu- 
lars of the action. Puebla was much damaged 
by French shells. The Mexican loss was over 
sixty men. The French lost sixty cannon. 

Washington, April 21. 
The following has been received at head- 
quarters: 

Fortress Monroe, April 10. — To Maj.-Gsn. 
Halleck: I deem it due to the forces at Suf- 
folk to notice briefly their gallant conduct for 
the last six days. On Tuesday Gen. Peck's 
wing wa3 attacked and the enemy's advance 
was gallantly met by Gen. Foster's light troops 
and the former were driven back to their line 
of pickets. Anderson's division was engaged 
at the same time on the water front with our 
gunboais andbatteries andsuffered materially. 

On Wednesday a rebel battery of 20-pouuder 
rifled guns was silenced effectively, and an 
attack on the Smith Uriggs and an armed 
Quartermaster boat was repulsed. 

Repeated attempts have been made upon 
our lines, but all failed. 

The storming of the enemy's batteries near 
the west branch of the Nansemond river by 
the gunboats, under Lieutenant Lawson, of 
the navy, and the capture of six guns and 200 
prisoners, closes the operations of the six days 
against the enemy's large force very satisfac- 
torily.

The money 
was in separate packages, and belonged to the 
soldiers, who were sending it to their families. 

Washington, April 21. 

Official despatches received here last night 
say that a portion of Gen. Porter's fleet had 
landed with a large number of soldiers from 
Gen. Grant's army, having succeeded in run- 
ning the batteries at Vicksburg, and are now 
in a condition to help Gen. Banks in an attack 
on Port Hudson, or to make an assault on 
Vicksburg from the south. 

Washington, April 21.* 

The following information has been received 
here from Milliken's Bend, on the Mississippi, 
near Vicksburg: 

On the night of the 16th Admiral Porter 
succeeded in running the Vicksburg batteries 
with seven fine gunboats of his squadron and 
three transports. The Benton, his flag-ship, 
got opposite the upper battery, leading the line 
of vessels, before the enemy opened fire. 

The rebels then continued firing from 11 P. 
M. till 2 A. M. upon each succeeding vessel as 
it passed. Thfc only damage done us was the 
firing of the Henry Clay, one of the transports, 
and the temporary disabling of the Forrest 
City, another transport, and also shot through 
the Benton's hull. Our los3 was but one man 
killed and two or three wounded. 

The Henry Clay was fired by the enemy's 
shells. All hands were saved. The pilot re- 
mained on board until the flames forced him 
to leave.

We give the statement 
of one of the parties, who brought a prisoner, 
implicated in the affair, to this city. 

A Republican meeting was being held at a 
schoolhouse near Georgetow n . Lew is Prosser, 
formerly a Representative from Brown county, 
and Phillip Snyder, went to the meeting armed 
with rifles. It is reported that they attempted 
to disturb the meeting. Two sergeants of the 3d 
Indiana Cavalry, John R. DanielB and T. S. 
Nutter, were there. Daniels and Prosser had 
some words, when Daniels took Prosser's gun 
from him. Prosser drew a pistol and shot Dan- 
iels dead, the ball passing through his heart. 
At the same time he told his comrade, Snyder, 
to shoot the other soldier, Nutter. Snyder 
fired. The ball missed Nutter and cut the rib- 
bon of a lady's bonnet in the crowd, grazing 
her temple. The speaker on the stand, Mr. 
Cummins, or Cumming, jumped down and 
shot Prosser in the thigh, breaking the bone. 
Snyder was secured and brought to this city 
and lodged in jail, for fear of an attempt to 
rescue him if left in Brown county.

The New York Independent says that "tho down- 
ward course of prices is gaining strength.

Tbe auction rooms are crowded 
with goods, and thu consequence has been a further 
decline In prices. Jobbers aud dealers only buy for 
immediate consumption, and are vory anxious to sell.

Rkoolatioss roa Assessing the Ikcome 
Tax — The Coniuiissioner of Internal Revenue 
has just issued the following regulations for 
the assessment of income tax : 

The Assessor and Assistant Assessor of each 
collection dU'rict will assess the income tai 
on the first day of May next upon every per- 
son residing within the district liable thereto. 
Each person will be required to return his to- 
tal income, so far specifying the sources from 
which it is derive.l, -is to enable the Assistant 
As-essor to decide what deductions shall be 
made therefrom. Persons whose income does 
not exceed' $10,000, and who reside in the 
Uuited States, will be subject to a duty of 3 
percent on such portion thereof as is liable to 
taxation; provided, however, that upon the 
income derived from interest upon notes, bonds, 
or other securities of the United States, n du- 
ty of IK i-er cent will be levied. 

Persons whose incomes exceed $10,000 will 
be subject to a duty of 5 per cent on the por- 
tion thereof subject to taxation; piovidcd, 
however, that upon the income derived from 
interest upon notes, bonds, or other securities 
of the United States, a duty of l„ P« « nt 
will be levied. Citizens of the United States, 
residing abroad and not in the employment of 
the Government of the United State?, will be 
subject to a duty of 5 per cent on the income 
of any propertv, securities, or stocks owned 
in the United States and not exempted from 
the income tax; provided, however, that u|Hjn 
the income derived from the interest upon 
notes, bond9, or other securities of the U nited 
States a duty of 1 !i per cent will be levied. 

Every farmer or planter will be required to 
make returns of the value of the produce of 
his farm or plantation, without deducting for 
the labor or services of himself and his fami- 
ly, or for any portion of such produce con- 
sumed by himself and family. Th« following 
deductions will be made from the aggregate 
income of each person, and the tax assessed 
upon the remainder, viz: from January 1, 
1862. to December 31, 1862, inclusive; salaries 
of officers or payments to persons in the ser- 
vice or employment of the United States, from 
which a deduction of three per cent has been 
made by the disbursing officers of the Govern- 
ment; interest or dividends of stock, capital, 
or deposits in any bank, trust company or 
savings institution, insurance, bridge, express, 
steamboat, ferryboat, railroad company, or 
corporation, from which interest or dividends 
a duty of three per cent shall have been de- 
ducted by the officers of such companies, cor- 
porations, or associations. 

Interest from any bonds or other evidences 
of indebtedness of any railroad company or 
other corporation, from which a duty of three 
per cent shall have been deducted by the offi- 
cers of such company or corporation, and re- 
ceipts derived from advertisements on which a 
duly shall have been assessed and paid; also, 
the sum of $600, except in those cases where 
the whole or any part of said $600 shall have 
been deducted from the salaries or pay of offi- 
cers, or persons in the service or employment 
of the United Stales; the amount actually 
paid for the rent of every dwelling house or 
estate which is the residence of the persons 
assessed, and the amount paid by any farmer 
or planter for hired labor and necessary repairs 
upon bis farm or plantation, including the 
sub-istence of the laborers. 

Whenever the total income of any person 
exceeds $10,000, and deductions are made 
therefrom, upon the ground that a portion of 
Buch income has been subject to a 3 per cent 
duty upon dividends or interest paid by com- 
panies, corporations, or associations, as before 
enumerated, such person will be subject to a 
tax of 2 per cent additional upon eo much of 
his income as may have been previously sub- 
jected to a duty of 3 per cent by the officers of 
the company, corporations, or associations 
before named. Guardians and trustees, wheth- 
er such trustees are so by virtue of their office 
as executors, administrators, or other judi- 
ciary capacity, are required to make a return 
of the income belonging to minors or other 
persons, which may be held in trust as alore- 
said, and the income tax will be assessed 
upon the amount returned after deducting 
such sums as are exempted from the income 
tax as aforesaid; provided, that the exemp- 
tion of $600, under section 90 of the Excise 
law, shall not be allowed on account of any 
minor or other beneficiary of a trust, except 
upon the statement of the guardian or trustee, 
made under oath, that the minor or beneficia- 
ry has no other income from which said 
amount of $000 may be exempted and de- 
ducted. Whenever persons liable to assess- 
ment of Income tax shall neglect or refuse to 
make the lists required by law, or when the 
lists made and tendered by such persons shall 
not be accepted by the assessors or assistant 
assessors as just and proper, it shall be the 
duty of such assessor or assistant assessor to 
make lists for such persons according to the 
best information be can obtain. Persons so 
assessed may take oath or affirmation as to 
the amount of income and deduction there- 
from, agreeably to Bection 93. 

Persons receiving rent may deduct there- 
from the amount paid for necessary repairs, 
insurance, and interest on incumbrance upon 
such rented property. The cost of new struc- 
tures or improvements to building shall not 
be deducted from the income. The tax must 
be levied upon all dividends declared prior to 
September 1, 1862, and upon $600 of all sala- 
ries of officers or payments to persons in the 
civil, military, naval, or other service of the 
United States for services rendered prior to the 
said date, aa Buch dividends and proportions 
of salaries were not subject to deduction as- 
sessment. 

Interest received from or due by trust com- 
panies, savings institutions, insurance, bridge, 
express, steamboat, ferryboat, and railroad 
companies, corporations, or associations, prior 
to the same date, must also be taxed. Interest 
paid by him on incumbrances upon the dwell- 
ing-house or estate in which the assessed per- 
son resides, may be deducted from income; 
also his payments for necessary repairs. Farm 
produce which the producer has on band on 
December 31, 1862, must be appraised at its 
marketable value on that day. The income 
tax shall be included in the annual list, and 
appeals and other proceedings held as provided 
by law.

AllBIVAL OF THE CITT OF BALTIMOBF.. 

New York, April 21. 

The Inman steamer City of Baltimore from 
Liveipool on the 8th. and Queenstown on the 
'Jib, arrived this morning. 

A new guDboat, the Alexandria, built by 
Miller k Co., Liverpool, and recently launch- 
ed, was seized in one of the Liverpool docks 
on the 5th by the Customs authorities, on 
Buspicion of being intended for the rebels. The 
matter will be fully iuvesligated before any 
proceedings will be taken beyond the deten- 
tion of the vessel. 

The London Star considers the event an ex- 
ceedingly good omen, and demands the prose- 
cution of the builders. 

The correspondence between the owners of 
the Peterhoff and the foreign office is pub- 
lished. 

Karl Russell says an examination of the pa- 
pers having satisfied the Government there 
was no prima facie ground of capture, and 
that the seizure was wholly unjustifiable, lias 
instructed Lord Lyons to make immediate 
representation of the circumstance to the 
Washington government, and if do legal 
ground for rapture is alleged to press foi the 
release of vessel and cargo, with compensa- 
tion, without delay ; but if any legal ground 
of capture be alleged, this case, like others, 
must follow the ordinary course. 

It is reported that two well-known Ameri- 
can merchants had arrived in London to dis- 
pose of two millions sterling six per cent U. 
S. bonds, and with part of the proceeds to buy 
up Tessels building in England for the Con- 
federates. It is also reported that they are 
authorized to negotiate a loan of from ten to 
twenty millions sterling. The Confederate 
loan touched 3 per cent discount, but rallied 
to 1H- 

The American consul at Hamburg refused to 
attest bis signature to a notarial document, be- 
cause the names of Scbroeuer k Co., who ne- 
gotiated the Confederate loan, appeared in the 
document. 

A Union Emancipation Society at Man- 
chester held a meeting to protest against the 
building of war ships for the rebels, and adopt- 
ed a memorial calling on the Government to 
vindicate the honor of England by stopping 
such proceedings.

On th? principle that "a word to the wise 
is sufficient'' will you allow a few suggestions 
through your columns to our worthy Street 
Inspector? 

Would it not be well to fill small 
holes in the streets, instead of waiting till they 
get large and deep enough to bury a cart or

Second. To have the rock broken "a la 
McAdam'' instead of using them as they come 
from ihe quarry. 

Third. As nearly every one goes more or 
lees to the potioffice, should not the streets 
leading to it have extra attention, and not. 
us dow, extra tuylcct! The "stitch in time" 
plan, applied to our streets, would 6ave vastly 
in the wear and tear of vehicles, and lessen 
the danger to life and limb, to say nothing of 
comfort to citizens. 



The Failcre at Charleston in its Bear- 
ings Arroad. — The unsuccessful attack upon 
Charleston undoubtedly will be hailed with 
great satisfaction by the ruling classes of Eng- 
land as a serious damage to the National cause. 
This will be a mistake. It is no damage in a 
positive sense, for little or do actual loss bus 
been sustained. We have only tailed to gain; 
and are simply as we were before, just as was 
the case with England in ber Russian war, af- 
ter the unsuccessful attack upon the Sebaslo- 
pol forts by Admiral Lyons, and the unsuc- 
cessful demonstration upon Swcaborgby Ad- 
miral Napier. 

But this failure has a practical bearing, upon 
which the English Government will have no 
reason to congratulate itself. We mean the 
virtual demonstration of the fact tbut nuy 
American harbor may be put in such a state of 
defence as to absolutely defy the combined 
fleets of Europe. It hag been a problem 
whether iron-mailed vessels caa outmatch 
forts. We consider it to be now proved that 
they cannot, if the forts have proper Bub- 
aqueous outworks for the purpose of obstruc- 
tioo and destruction. The Monitors are the 
most effective iron-mailed vessels that have 
been built; and what they failed to do, it is 
very certain that auy European vessels would 
fail lo do. What baa lieen done in Charleston 
may, od occasion, be doDe id any other Amer- 
ican harbor; and, in fact, more easily than 
there, for the principal forts of almost every 
other harbor are newer and stronger. There- 
fore, it is practically demonstrated that in case 
of foreign war, we can make cities ou the sea- 
board perfectly secure from damage. 

This is a fact of the highest moment. Were 
we to have a war with England, it would be 
almost entirely defensive, save in two particu- 
lars; we should invade Canada, and should 
launch hundreds of privateers against British 
commerce on the high seas. Our defensive in- 
vincibility on the seaboard established, as it 
now is by the developments at Charleston, 
there is left no room for doubt but that Eng- 
land would get the worst of it in the struggle. 

AsforCanada.it is admitted that it cannot 
protect itself. The population of all the Brit- 
ish provinces is but about three millions, ex- 
tending over a breadth of more than a thou- 
sand miles. They are unaccustomed to the 
use of arms, and have little or no military 
spirit, as the ridiculous failure of the volun- 
teer movement, in every province, abundantly 
Bhows. A detachment of seventy thousand, of 
our veterans might march through the whole 
heart of the country without serious impedi- 
ment. The mother country would be power- 
less to prevent it. Lord Palmerston, in his 
speech on the defence of Canada, at the time 
of the Trent difficulty, avowed plainly that 
the twelve thousand sent to that colony was 
the most that could possibly be spared. The 
British army is one of the smallest of Europe, 
and what there is of it is mainly engrossed in 
the protection of possessions the other side of 
the globe. Whatever tho pressure, it can- 
not be materially enlarged. The difficulty 
which England had in supplying her 
rank and file in the Crimea, and which 
prompted her to try foreighn enlistments at the 
risk even of a war with the Uaited States, is 
fresh in the memory of all. From all time 
she has felt that difficulty. She hired Hessians 
to fight U3 in the Revolution, and her wars 
with Bonaparte were carried on mainly 
through the soldiers of subsidized allies. She 
has not the resources the Continental nations 
have in their systems of conscription, which 
enable them to increase their standing armies, 
on short notice, to any required figures. She 
cannot enlist troops in other lands, as every 
European nation now has its laws against for- 
eign enlistments The result of all is that 
there is no Power on earth, of any pretension, 
that is weaker, in a military sense, than Eng- 
land; and that it would be utterly impossible 
for her to hold Canada against an invasion 
from our Northern States. 

England could no better protect her com- 
merce. There is probably full six hundred 
million.! worth of British merchandise now 
afloat. We have the swiftest clipper ships 
ever known, and a multitude of them; all of 
which would require but a trifling operation 
to be converted into the most effective priva- 
teers the world ever saw. The rebel priva- 
teers Alabama and Florida, furnished by 
England, have in their brief career despoiled 
American commerce to the extent of at least 
one hundred millions. This furnishes excel- 
lent data for reckoning the length of tinio 
which British commerce could hold out 
against a hundred equally effective vessels. 
It can be safely put down that within six 
months of the commencement of a war with 
England, every commercial keel of that natioa 
would be swept from the two oceaas. 

Therefore, if we should be forced into a 
war with England, which we do no*, antici- 
pate — for she well understands her interests — 
all the prime elements would be in our favor. 
What the ntedt to protect — namely, her colo- 
nies and her commerce — the could not protect. 
What we need to protect — namely, our seaboard 
cities — v>t now know that me can protect. As 
to outlying provinces, we have none. As to 
our commerce, that is already suffering about 
as much as it can suffer, because of the Anglo- 
rebel privateers, all of which injury works 
corresponding benefit to English commerce. 
In the present condition of things, England 
must lose immensely by war; we comparative- 
ly nothing. 

England could give no material aid to the 
rebels she is not now giving. She could not 
send troops to the Confederacy, for she neither 
has tbem nor can get them. She could 
not break our blockade to any serious extent, 
fbr our blockading vessels could bo protected 
by our iron-clads, of which we already have 
five to England's one, and can multiply in the 
same proportion. She can lend money, to be 
sure, fiod supply credit; but that she is doing 
already as the lately negotiited Confederate 
loan attests. Their is, positively, do particu- 
lar in which war with England would 
materially help the rebels, save in the diver- 
sion of sixty or seveoty tbousaud soldiers 
which would be employed in seizing Canada. 
But this could easily be made up by a fresh 
levy. 

In our judgment, when the ruling classes of 
England calmly examine this Charleston af- 
fair, as demoostrating the complete defensi- 
bility of American harbors against any force 
that may assail them, and shall calmly esti- 
mate the bearings of this demonstration upon 
a war between England and the Cnited States, 
they will find in it precious little matter for 
rejoicing. It must make them wiser, and if 
not sadder, a*, least more cautious.
